She has pleaded for cleaner polities, the
development of moral sensthiiities and es-
pecially for a symputhetic American appre-
clation of world problems,  Nnericans, sie
asserts, “‘need not fear to enter a Lengne
of 1"vgee, but had better fear not entering
i they desite pence.”

Astor has been a friendly eritie with opper-

withdrawnl of Fisher and the last-moment
interpolation of Alter, the Governor's enig-
matle attitude and the Fisher letter all
conspiredd to make that banquet a note-
worthy oceasion, all the more significant,
too, when one remembers the very spon-
taneous applause which Mr, Pinchiot received
and the tense nnd curious interest with
which Mrs. Medill McCormick’'s very able
speech on the anor women had when they
organized polltically was listened to,

It beeame evident on that evening that
If the women of the State could be got to
unite politlcally, even temporarlly, an im-
pression could be mude on them and on the
organization and on the general publie that
might in the future lead to their better
recognition as politieal factors. The ques-
tion was bow could it be done quickly,

HERE were the fragments of political

groups of women formed by the orgon-
fzntlon chiefr In the Inst year, chiefly to
keep the letter while evading the spirit of
their promises to give the women a fifty-
fifty share in political counells, Some of
these fragments had broken away from the
organization, some were standing pat with
theip Joenl bossex, Here in Philadelphia the
local vive ehairman of the City Republican
Commlttee, Mrx, Altemus, and her group.

On Fire Prevention in Pennsylvania

OST of the fires which ocflur in

dwellings nnd other bulldings all over
the country ‘(-tm ensily be prevented and they
are in most cnses due to gross negligence,
according to Stewart A. Jellett, one of
Philadelphia’s most distinguished engineers
amnd chairman of the Fire Prcv'entlon and
Insurance Committee of the Chamber of

Commerce.

Thiladel-
phia, like all the great Ameriean cities, is
placing the emphasis on the wrong end. “_e
spend large amounts freely for the purchase
and maintenance of the finest fire-fighting
equipment that can be obtnined, but piti-
fully small emphasis Is given, both by way
of expenditure und education, to the pre-
ventlon of the very hazard which occaslons
such huge public expenditures.

Reducing the Fire Risks

“I am of the opinion that business men
generally place too much importance on the
rate they have to pay for fire InMmurance nnd
too little to reducing fire risks in their bufld-
ing. Unless fire losses are reduced, the In-
surnnee cost must remain high, Many men
hold to the fullacy that, If they are fully
insured, that is, if replacement of thelr
building, stock and muchinery is covered,

they will come throngh without a loss.
I'nfons their business is a losing one, thix fs
not true, In many cnsen, the loss of busi-

ness due to being unable to fill orders, and
the permanent logs of customers who are
gerved during the emergency by their com-
petitors, will amount to more in the long
run than the immedinte physical loss of
property.

“One matter in the general subject of fire
prevention, which has alwnyw interested me,
in why fire-prevention methods are not more
effective. We have had a lot of campaigning
on the matter, but the practieal results of it
in n materinlly lessened number of pre-
ventnble fires have not heen very impresgive,
In this counection the thing which has im-

ressed me more than anything else is the
act that men will tale chances of having
fires because thes feel that the only chance
which they are taking ix the chance of an
increased insurance premium,

Ald From Insurance Companies

«vThe fire Insurnuee companies would
gladly help in any way they could to bring
ahout a more cffective means of fire pre-
vention, and one very effective manner in
which they might nid would be to have a
cummon uml».-r-‘umtflu; nmong  themselves
that the man who will not take the ordinary
menns of preventing fire on his |JruL|r'ru' und
ignores all common precautions should get
no insurance.

o1t 18 an old muot question whether the
liope of rewnrd or the feur of punishment

order to get business; that is hiis motto nnd
he lives up to It f carelessness amd n
lurge number of preventable fire losses mnke
Wigh premiums, that is all right from his side
of It. but get the business. These are the
people to whom the reward side, in the
nature of tnereased business, appeals,

“The man over whom the fenp of punish -
ment might be held is the mun who is in-
sured but who doesn't tuke proper precau-
tions ngoinst fire.  The punishment would
be the refusal of the compunles to insure
him. It would affect him and his business
through loss of credit nnd in so many other
wavs that he would soun learn to use nor-
mal eare in the matter, and the fire risks
would be speedily reduced,

Involuntary Iacendinrism

“There often i, in a protracted period of
business depression, a sort of involuntary
incendinrism, brought about by men pefusing
to take the necessary precautions agnrinst
fire, In order to avold the expense, This
man figures that his fuctory 18 cloved nnd
he might as well save mouey by neglecting
those fire precnutions which ho has kept up
in prosperity, It is needless to say that
this ix & whortsighted and dangerous poligy,
*“Fire Insurance premiums are high be-

“In order to bring home more strongly

“*The State :chool authorities have worked
for kome time upon n syllabus which {3
about ready. The Instruction will begin
with the very young children, and the course
of study outlined is such that {t will main-
tain the Interest without mnlungenny mental
demands at first. This will taught to
children of about eight to thirteen years of
age. The older children will be taught the
danger of fire, the things to avold, which
usually cause fires, and the proper things
to do to this end in the home and in the
srhoalw,

*‘The fact that this course Is to be intro-
duced into the publie schools of Pennsylvania
hur gone all over the country. We have
had for some time fire-prevention instruction
in the Philadeiphia schools, but it has not
been given in xo brond a manner as Is now
contemplated in the State, New York,
Hpokane, cities In New Mexico and in wany
other Statey have written to us, asking for
detailed information as to how the course
is to be applied in our schools,

Making Careless Men Pay

tinguishing fires caused by curelessness or by
n disregurd of the ordinary precautions
upon the person upon whose premises such
n fire starts., The City Councll of Chlcago
is nlso considering a similar measure and
both Cleveland and Cincinnatl already have
such ordinances.

*‘In France, after a fire, the burden of

roof Is upon the person upon whose prem-
ues the conflagration started to show that
it was not the result of curelessness, 1In
that country damages also may be collected
from any person who nllows a preventable
fire to start.

. ""The American public is generally Inters
ested In the matter of fire prevenllyon. lnr;t
the older people who have been going along
in the same careless wav all their lives are
not so much affected by the movement ns
wmight be desired. Therefore, we hope for
some bencticlnl results nlong these lines by
introducing the matter In the kchools, whers
the children will learn about it and talk
about it at hame, thus bringing it more
strongly to the nttention of their eldery
